Budget Slice 
Hurts MPC 


The winning of Carmel Valley’s 
bitterly contested election to with- 
draw from the Monterey High 
School District will deprive the 
MPC budget of about $42,000 next 
year, Pres. Calvin Flint said re. 
cently. 

“This will curtail our building 
program,” he said. “Probably what 
will happen is that buildings won’t 
be as complete as they might have 
been.” 

Flint predicted that the college 
will lose about $100,000 over a four 
year period. 

The January election was marked 
by active feuding between pro and 
con groups. A record number of 
voters were challenged at the polls. 
The next day the leader of the poll 
watchers was hung in effigy.

Well Viewed by Hoyle

The nature of the Universe, Fred 
Hoyle, V. C. New American Libra- 
ry, 128 pp. 

Sputniks and ICBM’s are turn- 
ing our eyes to space. This little 
book can be your primer on earth 
and space. 

Far from being dull, it carries a 
terrific impact. Hoyle hits his read- 
ers with a series of revelations that 
keeps them fascinated throughout 
the book. | 

The earth, he says, did not come 
from the present sun, as many sci- 
entists have long believed. It was 
formed, along with the rest of the 
planets, by the violent explosion of 
a twin star, millions of years ago. 
Not only do such revelations lend 
impact to the book, but the au- 
thor’s views of discoveries yet to 
come amazes one. 

Space Voyage 

Speaking of man’s maiden voyage 
into space—an event which may 
come even sooner than Hoyle 
hoped—he says; 

“But once let the possibility of

ality or creed, and a new idea as 
powerful as any in history will be 
let loose. I think it must increas- 
ingly have the effect of exposing 
the futility of nationalistic strife.” 


Beyond the Sun 


What a tremendous insight into 
the future of man! 


So, after instilling this feeling 
of awe for the impact of space, 
Hoyle leads us out to the sun and 
beyond. He explains such facts as 
the futility of trying to understand 
15,000,000 degrees centigrade, the 
heat of the sun’s core. 


On, on the narrative travels, past 
the universe, out into a considera- 
tion of the galaxy of which our 
universe is a part. As you read this, 
the sun, with a few insignificant 
dust specks called planets, is trav- 
eling at the rate of one million 
miles per hour, around an unknown 
point in space, the center of the 
galaxy. It takes our tiny star about 
200,000,000 years to make the round 
trip. 

And so the parade of facts 
stretches out to even bigger con- 
siderations, until even Hoyle has 
to throw up his hands in wonder.
